...WE WERE BURIED IN SNOW. 
TODAY? NOT SO MUCH

Steve Smith walked the sodden fairway at Fresh 
Meadow Golf Club in Hillside on Tuesday with 
a buddy Almost one year to the day earlier, he 
trudged down the middle of a snowbound Lin- 
coln Avenue on the North Side in search of food. 

That was during the infamous “snowpoca- 
lypse,” when more than 2i inches of snow fell in 
a historic blizzard that struck between Jan. 31 
and Feb. 2, claiming at least a dozen lives, leaving 
hundreds of cars stranded on Lake Shore Drive 
and paralyzing the region for days. 

Emergency services administrators learned 
harsh lessons from the third-worst snowstorm in 
Chicago history, an Arctic blast that registered 
winds of 70 mph and left almost 50,000 people 
without electricity 

Among other measures, the city has installed 
removable barriers on Lake Shore Drive to re- 
route traffic and placed more cameras there to 
monitor weather conditions. An updated pag- 
ing system and the distribution of 700 mobile 
phones to plow drivers has shaved 10 minutes 
from the time it takes snow removal crews to hit 
the streets, officials say 

But apart from rerouting CTA buses from 
Lake Shore Drive during a Jan. 20 storm, offi- 
cials have had few opportunities to try out new 
emergency plans this winter, one of the mildest 
in memory On the last day of January— the offi- 
cial anniversary for the start of the great blizzard 
of 2011— temperatures hit 57 degrees.

Overall, the city spent about $6 million on 
snow removal last winter compared with about 
$550,000 as of late December 2011, according to 
a department spokesman. 

Despite the relatively tame weather. Streets 
and Sanitation Commissioner Thomas Byrne 
and others warned that the season isn’t over yet. 

“We’re thankful ... but our cost savings will be 
at the end of the year when we reassess what our 
salt piles are and what our equipment costs are,” 
Byrne said. “These [snowstorms] aren’t cheap. 
Your budget can diminish quickly” 


What gives with the weather? 


Last year saw the snowiest February in 
Chicago’s history. This year, as the month 
gets under way, geese swim in ponds 
where children used to ice skate. 

So what gives? 

Weather experts explain that last 
year-when 29 inches of snow fell in 
February, compared with 13.9 inches so 
far this winter-a north-south air flow 
kept the cold air over the U.S. At times, 
the Chicago area seemed like ground 
zero for the deep freeze. 

So far this season, the air flow has kept 
the bone-chilling weather stuck more 
around the North Pole, said Kevin Birk, a 
meteorologist with the National Weather 
Service. 

And though experts at first guessed 
that a La Nina weather pattern-subnor- 
mal water temperatures in the Pacific 
Ocean-would mean a milder autumn 
and more severe winter, the long peri- 
ods of snow and cold that often follow 
haven’t occurred. 

The explanation could be that this 
year’s cold spells have been spaced out 
and haven’t built upon one another, Birk 
said. 

“It’s been more of a progressive 
weather pattern,’’ he said. “It’s cold and 
then it’s not.’’ 

The mildness of this year’s winter also 
stands out because it comes after an un- 
usual four winters in a row where Chicago 
saw more than 50 inches of snow. 

Last winter, there were 46 days be- 
low freezing between Dec. 1 and Jan. 31, 
compared with just 12 in the same pe- 
riod this winter, said Bill Snyder, weather

“Let’s put it this way: If you’re so far 
above on one side of the spectrum, then 
to be on the lower end this year is not a 
huge surprise,’’ Snyder said. 

Forecasters predict the higher than 
average temperatures will continue for 
the rest of winter, as deep and persistent 
cold weather stays trapped in the higher 
latitudes of the Northern Hemisphere. 

Yet those same experts also are 
quick to note that winter storms still are 
possible.

Downtown sting targets 
disabled parking cheaters

Armed with stiffer penalties that took effect 
Sunday, Chicago and Secretary of State police 
began cracking downliiesday on motorists who 
abuse disabled-parking placards* 

A team of 21 officers checked 54 vehicles 
parked in disabled spaces in the T^op from 
6-9 a*m,, citing eight people for unauthorized 
use of placards and two people for improper 
use of disabled license plates, according to the 
Mayor’s Office for People with Disabilities, 
Police will continue the stings downtown 
and in other areas of the city, said Lt, David 


Blanco of the Chicago Police Department’s 
traffic unit. 

“If you’re out there and you’re parking ... and 
using a placard that does not belong to you, or 
if you’re using a fake or counterfeit placard, 
we will be looking for you,” Blanco said during 
a news conference at ^^st Monroe and South 
Clark streets. 

Abuse of disabled-parking placards is espe- 
cially problematic in congested areas such as the 
T^op because the placards allow users to park 
for free in metered spaces, officials said. 

The penalties that took effect Sunday impose 


fines ranging from $500-$!, 000 for unauthor- 
ized use of placards, plus towing and storage 
costs. 

The new standards also allow police to im- 
pound the vehicles of people who use “false, 
fraudulent, fictitious, stolen or altered disabil- 
ity” license plates or placards. Impoundment 
fees of $i,50o-$3,ooo will be assessed in those 
cases, plus towing and storage costs. No vehi- 
cles were impounded today, officials said. 

People who allow their placards to be fraud- 
ulently used now will face S200 fines, officials 
said.

Site lists Chicago’s 
dangerous ’hoods

Four South Side areas landed on AOEs dai- 
lyfinance.com list of the 25 most dangerous 
neighborhoods, which was posted Monday 

on fark.com. 

The site said it used information from 
neighborhoodscout.com, a real estate site 
that crunches violent crime data from the 
FBI and local law enforcement areas. The 
time period used for the study was not speci- 
fied. Neighborhoodscout.com did not re- 
spond to a request for comment. 

Chicago had the most areas on the list fol- 
lowed by Baltimore, Dallas, Kansas City, Mo., 
and Memphis, Tenn., with two each. An area 
in Cincinnati was listed only once, but topped 
the list with most violent crimes per 1,000 
people (267). 

Making the list from Chicago: 

No. 2: Washington Park from just east of La- 
Salle Street to State Street and 51st Street to 
Garfield Boulevard 

No. 19: Englewood from Halsted Street to 
Wentworth Avenue and from 63rd Street to 


Marquette Road 

No. 24: Englewood from Halsted Street to 
Wallace Street and Garfield Boulevard to 59th 
Street 

No. 25: West Englewood from Damen Avenue 
to Wood Street and 59th Street to 63rd Street 

Englewood saw 26 homicides in 2011, up 
from 14 homicides in 2010, according to Red- 
Eye data, which is based on information from 
the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office 
and the Chicago Police Department. 

Both Englewood areas mentioned by dailyfi- 
nance.com saw two homicides in 2011, RedEye 
data showed. The four victims, aU men shot to 
death, were between 24 and 80 years old. 

Meanwhile, West Englewood saw 28 homi- 
cides in 2011, the same number as in 2010. Two 
homicides were recorded in 2011 in the area cit- 
ed. The males, 20 and 21, were both fatally shot. 

Washington Park saw 10 homicides in 2011, 
up from nine homicides in 2010. No homi- 
cides were recorded in 2011 in the area men- 
tioned by dailyfmance.com.

Chicago cop convicted of conspiracy

More than 15 years ago, 

Chicago cop Glenn 
Lewellen arrested a 
young drug dealer on 
the Southwest Side, 
took him to a ware- 
house and made him 
an offer to switch sides 
and become a paid in- 
formant. 

It was a lucrative of- 
fer— Saul Rodriguez 
would go on to earn 
more than $800,000 
from the Chicago Po- 
lice Department as he 
steered Lewellen toward large drug seizures. 

But behind the scenes, Lewellen had 
hatched a secret, unauthorized deal with Ro- 
driguez, authorities said. The drug- trafficker 
would keep breaking the law and the cop 
would help him, joining Rodriguez’s drug 
organization— which prosecutors contend 
was behind multiple violent kidnappings and 
robberies. Lewellen, they argued, also tipped 
them off when the feds got too close. 

On Tuesday, following a two-month trial, 
a federal jury convicted Lewellen, a former 


narcotics officer, of 
joining Rodriguez’s 
massive drug conspir- 
acy, but it was unable 
to reach a verdict on 
a racketeering con- 
spiracy charge despite 
deliberating over the 
course of two weeks. 

As the verdict was 
read, Lewellen stared 
into the distance with 
a grave look on his face 
and later gazed at his 
family in the gallery at 
one point mouthing, “I 
love you.” 

His fate sealed, Lewellen slowly pulled his 
striped tie loose and slid it from around his 
neck. He then took off his suit coat and neatly 
folded it, handing it to his attorney Moments 
later, he was taken into federal custody Anx- 
ious family members leaned forward, waved 
and gave Lewellen a thumbs-up sign. 

Lewellen, 55, who was a Chicago police offi- 
cer from 1986-2002, faces a minimum lo-year 
prison term to up to life imprisonment. No 
sentencing date was set. Lewellen had been 
free on bond since the charges in 2010.

Romney wins Florida 


D ORLANDO, Fla. Mitt Romney’s victory 
Tuesday in Florida’s presidential prima- 
ry— the first test of electoral strength in a big, 
diverse state this year— establishes him firmly 
as the overwhelming favorite to win the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination. 

Several national news organizations pro- 
jected Romney as the winner immediately after 
Florida’s polls closed. With 75 percent of the 
vote counted, Romney had 47 percent. Newt 
Gingrich had 32 percent, Rick Santorum had 
13 percent and Ron Paul had 7 percent. 

Yet even as the former Massachusetts gover- 
nor rolled up an apparent double-digit victory 
in the Sunshine State, he can’t claim the prize 
yet. He probably is at least five weeks away 
from becoming the consensus nominee, and 
perhaps two months or more from collecting 
the 1,144 convention delegates he needs to lock 


up victory 

His three major rivals vow to wage spirited 
campaigns in upcoming states, and if conser- 
vatives were to rally around a single candidate, 
Romney could face a prolonged battle that 
could weaken him in November’s general elec- 
tion. 

But at the moment, almost everything is 
breaking his way— and the path forward seems 
to favor him. The next test comes Saturday in 
Nevada, which Romney won easily in 2008. 
The rest of February features caucuses and 
primaries in Maine, Colorado, Minnesota and 
Michigan. Romney won each four years ago, 
and he’s a strong favorite in each again. 

Romney declared victory before a raucous 
crowd in Tampa. He warned Democrats that “a 
competitive primary does not divide us. It pre- 
pares us — and we will win.”

Montreal’s craft beer revolution

It’s hard to peg, but there’s something differ- 
ent about Canada’s second-largest city Mon- 
treal. 

“It’s a particular place,” said Peter McAus- 
lan, who founded Montreal’s McAuslan Brew- 
ing in 1989. “It’s a very open place, but it’s an 
environment where people huddle together 
to stay out of the cold. When people get to- 
gether like that, good ideas arise.” 

That explains how the city gave rise to the 
likes of Cirque du Soleil and Arcade Fire, how 
it came to host world-class festivals as well as 
how it came to be the center of Canada’s craft 
brewing revolution. 

The Canadian movement was begun in and 
around Montreal by the likes of McAuslan 
and Unibroue founders Andre Dion and Serge 
Racine who, sparked by the creative vibe of 
the city sought to produce beers more like 
those they had tasted in Europe but that were 


unknown or obscure in Canada. 

When McAuslan launched McAus- 
lan Brewing, he brewed a pale ale. A few 
years later he added St-Ambroise Oat- 
meal Stout, a jet-black beer with hints 
of dark chocolate, roasted coffee and 
molasses. Unibroue’s first beers were 
Blanche de Chambly a crisp, peppery 
witbier, and Maudite, a spicy amber- 
hued Belgian strong ale. 

The beers were unlike anything else 
around. 

“We had to teach people that this is 
what beer could be,” says Jerry Vietz, 
Unibroue’s head brewer. 

Their efforts worked; Montreal be- 
came the home to roughly 15 breweries, 
and the quality of those breweries is spe- 
cial. It has to be that way McAuslan said, 
because Quebecers demand it. “The 
scene reflects our cultural values.”
